In the provinces the shops are 
praotically empty. On the markets everything is thre^ times 
as expensive at the official prices, Kven if we take ilosoow and 
Leningrad, the wages of the workers and the working intelligentsia 
are so much below the living minimum that pnople ara either 
half-starving or really starving. And if people are lacking 
foodstuffs even, they are looking everything else too— they have 
no money to buy olothing, no money to buy furniture, no money 
for amusement, and none for other human requirements. And this 
not one year, not temporarily, but for the whole life of our 
generation.
